For ft was on that queer and ill- 
fajied day that the excursion steamer 
Sea Wing capsized in the lake and 
bore a hundred persons, most of. them 
women and childnen, to their deaths. 
That was fonty yearns ago, but sur- 
vivems of the disaster remember it 
as if it had onlly occurred yesterday; 
and their children and grand-child- 

It was one of the greatest disasters 
on the upper Mississippi—and the 
worst dingfe disaster in Minnesota. 
It stood out, in its bonror, fmom scor- 
es of lesser, and yet by no mean cag 
ual, mishaps. River travel wae dan- 
enous and the perils mmny. 


There were striking circumstances|the threatening’ conditions prevailing | way, 


contributing. to. make the capsiz.ng 
of the Sea Wing memorable. There 
was the grim contrast between the 
hLght heartedness of the excursionists 


and the terror of the catastrophe sud |. 


denly blown upom them. There was 
the helplesmess of the victims to gave 
themselves, There were fateful turns 
of decision—anxious glances at ap- 
proaching clouds, besitamcy over put 
ting off from shore, reckiless resolu- 
tion the final starit—which entailed 
go mach of woe. And there were 
deeds of heroism, to relieve some- 
what, the drab tale. 

An Unusual Day of Strange Moods 

The disaster had asits setting a 
most unusual day which the weather 
prophets would long recall even with 
out its attendant frightfulmess. 

For houns it was close end-oppres- 
sive. There was a strange glow un- 
der menacing clouds. Winds shifted 
and whined over the lake and then 
died down, to give the timorous a 
false feeling of security. The storm 
itself came lashing out of a lowering 
sky amd turnied into a hurricane. And 
then, when it had rolled the hapless 
boat over and over it pelted the strug 

gling victims—those who had manag- 


ed a precarious hold while their com 
panions were trapped and helpless— 
with great hailstones, missles that 
stunned them and tore many of them 
from pieces of wreckage they had 
frantically grasped, 

Afterward came the work of res- 
cue. Small boats venturing into the 
wind and wave. National guardsmen 
and civilians toiling hour after hour. 
Guns booming over the lake and dyn 
amite churning up the water. Pepir 
giving up the dead, scores of them, 
who were laid out row after row un- 
could be madé to care for them. 

These things the survivors remem- 
ber. Indeed, they cannot fonget them 
Time has-assuaged the agonies of 
that day, and the long nighit that fol 
towed; bu, it has not completely eff- 
aced them. 

Those steamboat days are over. 
The hulls have been splintered or 
tains pilots and crews have long ceas 
ed to tread cabin, gangplank or deck 
Their times are but a memory. The 
Sea Wing stands out in one of the 
mogy vivid of those memories. 

Let the survivors collaborate first 
on just an outhine cf the disaster—a 
matter-of-fact recounting of events, 
the sont of statistical statement that 
would be incorporated, into the re- 
cords.

One of His Group Was Missing 

“While all this was going on, our 
gang was all accounted for except 
one. It must have been 8 o’clock in 
the morning when his father wanted 
to kmow where ‘Boze’ was, for he was 
the missing one. He was Robert Ad- 
ams, son of Dr. Adams of Lake City. 

“I told him I didn’t think ‘Boze’ 
was drowned because the jast time I 
saw him, he went over the side the 
same time I did with a life preserver 
om. If nothing hit him om the head 
to knock him senseless, I knew he 
would pull through, for he was just 
like a fish in water. 

“When I told him about ‘Boze’ a 
dozen yachts pulled out and ran up 


went bo the station but the train was 
gone.”’ 

Mr. Purdy recalled that as the 
boat was starting its return trip a 
group of young people, including him 
sdif, started to sing, and the song 
they chose was——‘‘Nearer My God 
to Thee.”

This was 
the situation as Mr, Purdy recalled 
it.

“The boat careened; capsized com- 
Phetely; tummed bottom-side up.” 
Mr. Purdy was at the rail in front 
of the cabin. He held tight to it as 
thte boat wemt over. As it keeled he 
caught a glance of women and girls 
trapped im the cabin—a sight he has 
never fongotten. . 
The Purdy brothers kept their hold 
on the guard rail. After the boat had 
come to rest, they swam to shore. 
They arrived at the Hotel Lyon in 
Lake City at 11:30. The mext morn- 
ing they took the first train home. 
Mr, Purdy now jives at Lake City. 
Scarcely less vivid than the recol-

Deaths and wrecks from storms, 
such as battered the Sea Wing, were | 
perhaps less common hereabouts. 
They gave warnings and it was usu- 
ally possible, except umder extnaor- 
dinary conditions, for the captiain to 
put ashore.

“Meanwhile the rescue work went 
on, and they had 105 bodies laid out 
in a row along the beach. 

“About daylight, Dr. Adams said, 
“I guess ‘Boze’ is gone, ” 


“But I still bad hope, and about 
5 o'clock in the moming here came 
‘Boze’ himself walking along. the 
beach A young Jad of eight or nine 
yeans was with him. This lad, we 
learmed afterward, had jumped into 
the water and both of them had near- 
vy drowned, but ‘Boze managed to 
grab another jife preserver. 

“They were floating about in the 
water whien they reached a plank. 
The hail was pretty thick then, so 
they put the life preserver over their 
heads while clinging to the plank. 
The wind blew them ashore. They 
were nearly exhausted. 

“ ‘Boze’ took his clothes off, and 
with the wind and sun on his body 
his strength came back. As he and 
the lad came walking down the beach 
they looked Yike washed-out ghosts. 
No wonder! They had been in the 
water six hours.” 

Public indignation had its first out 
burst early, Mr. Mabey said. “By 


ugh this work that the full extent of 
the catastrophe was learned. 

William H. Grove, Red Wing, a 
lieutenant in G company of that com 
munity, recalled the premonition of 
a storm, and the presence of the 
greenish looking clouds that hung 
over the Jake. There was a feeling 
that the elemenits would let loose, 
and yet, at the camp, the soldiers had 
gone through dress parade—always 
a gala performance on Sunday even- 
ings—guard mount was over, and 
stily the storm held off. He had been 
relieved of military duties and was 
in an ice cream parlor at Lake City 
when the hurricane struck.

In Mr. Mabey’s account of the res- 
cues that followed the capsizing of 
the ship, he mentioned a boy who 
was, found with ‘Boze’ Adams. The 
two lads, he said, were in the water 
six hours. That boy was George H. 
Seavers, formerly of Red Wing and 
now of Lake City. His father and sis 
ter were lost. ‘ 

He was standing on the upper deck 
of the Sea Wing, he said in recount- 
ing his expemience, when he saw a 
storm cloud approaching from the 
northwest. It was funnel-shaped, low 
and black and moving with strange 
swiftness, It struck with a terrible 
force. 

“The boat roiled once, righted, then 
rolled again,’ Mr. Seavers said. ‘I 
jumped. A wave buffeted me and I 
was stunmed for a moment. Then I 
began to strike out. 

“In a flash of lightning, I saw some 
thing in front of me and grabbed it. 
It was a two-foot plank. ‘Boze’ Ad- 
ams was near me and he also grabbed 
the plank. We chung to it together. 
Some life preservers floated by and 
we seized a couple of them. I put an 
arm through the strap of ‘Boze’s’ and 
he did the same to mine. That way 
we floated ashore and we heard voic- 
es asking what time it was an anoth 
er voice answered ‘Two o'clock. 

‘“‘We were too weak to stand up, 
and we yYaydowmn partly on the beach 
partly in the water.” 

After the boys had been recogniz- 
ed and helped by persons on the 
shore, he was sent to his home on a 
train thay noon. 

Another survivor, Samuel Haskell 
Purdy, was so affected by his exper- 
ience that for years he could not en- 
dure to stay indoors when a storm 
came up. Imstead he would always go 
out in the open, no matter how heavy 
the rain or how strong the wind. 

He and his brother, William, board 
ed the Sea Wing at Red Wing for 
the excursion to Lake City. Samuel 
had a premonition. 

“Stnange,’’ he remarked, “but I had 
three distinct warnings about going 
on that boat, a feeling that after all 
I didn’t want to go. Why, my brother 
and I almost decided to take the Sun 
day noon train back from Lake City.

Captain Wethern came in for much 
criticism after the disaster, He him 
‘self lost his wife and child’ Mis ac- 
coun, of the disaster gains special 
significance because it is told from 
the viewpoint of a man who above 
al] others was assailed and condemn- 
ed at the time.

In the investigation into the Sea 
Wing disaster, conducted in St. Paul 
in the office of Supervising Inspector 
Sloane, Captain David N. Wetheren 
gave the following evidence:

I saw but two 
other persons in the water. I stayed 
om the huly while she drifted, then 
shie tuned om her side, I think her 
cabin or pilot house striking the bot 
tom. 


“Whien she struck. and turned we 
were thrown into the water. I think 
nearty all climbed back. I thought I 
could get a skiff and come back, so 
I started swimming to the shore. I 
‘reached the share, but so exhausted 
I could not walk. A man helped me 
out and took me to a house. I remain 
ed umitil daylight when I went oppo- 
site the wreck.” 

Sidelliigthhts on the tragedy could be 
almost innumerable if all of then 
could be known, Here and there a 
few of them have come to light. 

Sengeant B. L. Perry, St. Paul, 
with the aid of another man saved 18 
lives. His was one of the outstanding 
exploits of the nigiht. 

Of the 98 persons who were drown 
ed, all but 25 were under 21 years of 
age. Twenty-two were married. 

Red Wing citizens suffered by 
lange odds the heaviest loss of life. 
There were 71 persons from that com 
munity who were drowned. This was 


due to: the fact that so. many Red | 


Wing folk took the excursion steamer 
to visit the Red Wing guardsmen in 
camp. 

The wrecking of the Sea Wing was 
an outstanding disaster in a day 
when river disasters were no rarity. 
In fact the Miississippi and the Mis- 
souri saw many a boat go down with 
a heavy passenger list, 

Snags, fires, explosions and storms 
—these were the great hazzards. The 
boats were flimsily constructed, shal 
low of draft and they plied waters 
in which there were many lurking

FIT TO START SCHOOL 


Now is the proper time to consider 
whether or not the child who is to be 
gin school for the finst time next fall 
is fit to make the stant. 

Of the group of children who first 
enter school, a lange percentage are 
found to be suffering from at least 
one physical defect, often more, 
These defects are of a type that do 
not, of themselves, endanger the life 
of the child, but they constitute a 
very definite handicap to him. 

It is quite obvious that the child 
whose sight or hearing is defective 
will not be able to do his best under 
the same condit:ons as the child with 
normal hearing and sight. With re- 
gard to the blind and deaf, it is neces 
sary that special facilities be provid- 
ed for their education. Many chid.en 
are made partia‘ly blind or deaf be- 
fone their parents realize what iias 
happened, and of this number, a large 
proportion could have the condition 
remedied by proper measures of 
treatment. 

A child who is a mouth-breathar, 
who suffers from repeated head col-is 
cannot do his best work. We all 
know that a’ cold in the head makes 
it difficult for us to apply ourselves 
to any task. Such a condition can fre 
quently be ended by the removal of 
adenoids—tlhe usual cause in child- | 
men. 

It s not to be expected that the 
chitd with tooth-ache or with sore 
gums will give much atitent'ion to any 
thimg outside of his own discomofrt 
A clean healthy mouth is a most de- 
sinabiie possession, and is a_ real | 
health asset. Teeth should be looked 
over by a_ dentist, and any treat- 
menits necessany secumed before the 
child starts to school. 

Now is the time to do this, If any 
treatments are requined they can be 
secured now and will not interfere 
later with the child’s attendance at 
school. This will also \eave the sum- 
mer months free for the child to build 
up his general health after any treat 
ments and enable him to stan his 
school days with a body that is fit 
to cope with his new duties. 

Most defects can be conrected by 
pnoper treatment. Children do not 
girow outt of such conditions. The soon 
er they are attended to, therefore, 
the sooner is the child freed from the 
handicap guch defects impose upon 
him. It is in the iniberests of the child

NEW RADIO STATION 
ON PACIFIC COAST 


OTTAWA—A radio station with a 
range of from 5,000 to 8,000 miles 
wil be constructed this summer on 
Lulu Island, just south of Vancouv- 
er, it is announced from the Depart- 
ment of Marine and Fisheries. 

This station will be the largest on 
the Canadian Pacific coast and one 
of the largest in Camada. It will be 
in operation by early fall.
